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Miscellaneows, 


THE INTERMEDIATE STATE. 


BY REY. K. ATKINSON, 

Dr. McKeown’s discussion of the ‘‘ in- 
termediate state,” in ZION’Ss HERALD of 
Oct. 21 and 28, 1885, is open to serious 
objections, as it seems to us. Only a 
small portion of his extended remarks 
is germane to the point he labors to es- 
tablish. If we mistake not, to disprove | 
the doctrine of the intermediate place, 
has for long been something of a hobby 
with our venerable brother, and by this 
time he ought to make the matter very | 
clear; but his present treatment of the | 
subject somewhat obscure, and in-| 
cludes much irrelevant matter. The Doc- 
tor’s idea that the Jewish and Christian 
belief in an “* intermediate place” was a 
“pagan doctrine,” is both novel and 
strange, and reminds us of the modern | 
claim that the ‘‘ entire Scriptures were 
copied from pagan writings;” the one | 
hypothesis is as likely as the other; and 
the Doctor offers no proof save his mere | 
credo, since his extract from a ‘ judi-| 
cious writer” no more implies that the 
Jews borrowed it from the pagans, than | 
that the latter borrowed it from the} 
former. 

How Dr. McKeown holds this doc-| 
trine responsible for the heresies of 
“purgatory,” ‘*second probation,” 
“final and universa! restoration,” 
“sleep of the dead,” ** that the soul is 
not anywhere, or anything without the 
body,” and the ‘‘erroneous interpreta- 
tion’? of 1 Pet. 3: 18, 19, is a marvel 
we should be happy to have explained ; 
and how the view he combats has 
greater liability to these heresies than 
his own, we fail to see. Our brother 
professes to regard the settlement of 
this question of vital importance, assur- 
ing us that the Gospel takes it ‘‘ out of 
the region of conjecture, uncertainty 
and shadow, and places it in the realm 
of actual knowledge.” 

How happens it, then, that the great 
mass of Christian scholars interpret the 
Seriptures as teaching an intermediate 
place? Is it probable that the many fail 
to apprehend the clear light of the Gos- 
pel, while the few possess the Doctor's 
‘actual knowledge” on this subject? 
To our apprehension his interpretation 
of Scripture is hardly to be trusted. 
For instance, he says that psulake, ren- 
dered ‘‘ prison” in 1 Pet. 3:19, ‘is never 
used in Scripture for the receptacle of 
departed spirits,” that it stands for 
‘*Tartarus” and the ‘‘ bottomless pit,” 
and directly affirms that Tartarus and 
the bottomless pit are the abode of the 
wicked dead. 

Again, he applies Heb. 12: 22-24 to 
the future world, and says that, ** Paul 
classes all these things together” as 
‘** features” of the “heavenly world,” 
‘*and that Christians have come to them 
prospectively.” But, in fact, Paul says 
no such thing; he is simply contrast- 
ing the privileges of the Jewish and 
Christian churches in this world; and 
the putting of this passage in antithesis 
to Heb. 12: 18-21, renders it certain 
that these blessings refer to the church 
militant. Once more, our brother af- 
firms that the terms ‘‘heaven” and 
** naradise,” in 2 Cor. 12: 2, 4, are used 
‘*synonymously or interchangeably,” 
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tor? According to Scripture, Christ’s 
soul ** was not left in” hades; Dr. M. 
says his soul was left in hades; which 
shall we believe? 

But let us consider his ‘ impregna- 
ble fortress” of argument, that be- 
cause ‘* Christ is in heaven,” *“ the dy- 
ing saint goes directly to Him.” It is re- 
markable that while seven direct and 
positive texts are adduced to prove that 
Christ is now in heaven —a fact we all 
admit— only three remotely. and 
doubtfully inferential texts are to be 
found by the argus-eyed Doctor to 
prove that “the dying saint goes di- 
rectly to Him.” Because the * Son of 
Man ” is now in heaven, it by no means 
follows that He went there directly 
from the cross, or that the saints go to 
heaven at death; and there is no inti- 
mation that the **Son of Man ” went to 
heaven prior to the ascension recorded 
in Acts 1: 9-11. Our brother’s attempt 
to marshal Paul, Wesley, Mattison, and 
Alford on his side of this question, is too 
flimsy to require a reply, and indicates 
the hopelessness of his case. His ad- 
mission that man is not complete- 
ly saved prior to the resurrection, is 
strong presumptive proof against his 
theory; and we close the reading of 
Dr. McKeown’s articles more than 
ever persuaded that he utterly fails to 
substantiate his theory. 





NEW HAMPSHIRE CONFERENCE,

SATURDAY. 


The prayer-meeting at 8.30 was led by M. 
V. B. Knox, and was an excellent meeting. 
The spirit of prayer prevailed. 

Conference was called to order at 9 o’clock 
by Bishop Warren.

It was agreed, after some discussion, that 
any unappropriated funds in the hands of the 
Conference treasurer should be divided equally 
between the churches at Portsmouth and 
Hinsdale. 

J. M. Williams presented the following res- 
olution, which was adopted by the Confer- 
ence :— 

Resolved, That the ministers of this Confer- 
ence be requested to become members of the 
N. E. Historical Society ; that all ministers be 
earnestly requested to gather and write up all 
unwritten historical matters; and that when 
such matters are printed, they also be request- 
ed to forward a copy to the Historical Rooms 
in Boston. 

The Conference also made Bro. Williams a 
committee to secure members for the N. E.

12: 4 to 
designate the happy part of hades en- 
tirely distinct from heaven, and hence, 
instead of supporting, is direct proof 
against, the Doctor's theory. 

He assumes to found his argument 
alone on Scripture, and yet nearly all 
his proof is from the opinions of falli- 
ble men.

Voted that the papers on the Chinese and 
Indian questions be published in the Minutes. 

An elaborate report on the subject of Chris- 
tian education was read and adopted. 

J. M. Williams and J. E. Robins were ap- 
pointed visitors to the Boston University. 

Thomas Tyrie and wife were appointed vis- 
itors to Lasell Seminary. 

The order of the day was taken up — the re- 
port of the committee on the Conference Sem- 
inary. It was read, and nearly two hours 
given to the discussion of its interests. The 
president, D. C. Knowles, spoke earnestly 
and with great feeling. He was followed by 
Bishop Warren, J. M. Williams, J. E. Robins 
and others. It is proposed to do some earnest 
work in the next few weeks in raising about 
$17,000 of the $50,000 needed for the new 
buildings. The preachers rallied at once to 
the call, and $2,000 were subscribed on the 
spot. Some Sunday in May most convenient 
to the pastors, is to be set apart for the Sem- 
inary. Half of the money is to be paid in 
thirty days and half the first of January 
next. 

The time was extended. Voted that when 
we adjourn, it be to meet at 2 o’clock. 

The Bishop presented the nominations for 
the examining committees, and they were con- 
firmed. 

Otis Cole was appointed to preach the mis- 
sionary sermon, and C. M. Dinsmore the 
Conference sermon, with S. C. Keeler as alter- 
nate. 

Notices were given, and the minutes of the 
session read and approved. Adjourned with 
the benediction. 

The Conference was called to order at 2 
o’clock by Dr. Jasper, who presided in the ab- 
sence of the Bishop. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
John Currier. 

The report of the committee on parsonages 
was read and adopted. 

The committee on Tracts and Sunday- 
schools presented their report, which was 
adopted. 

A report from the Freedmen’s Aid commit- 
tee was read, and after some discussion re- 
committed for revisal. 

The Bishop having come in, took the chair. 

The report of the committee on Temperance 
presented a lengthy report. It was up to the

A resolution was presented asking the board 
of Bishops to fix the time for the opening of 
the next Conference on Wednesday in place of 
Thursday. After a brief discussion it was 
voted down. 

Voted that the presiding elder of the dis- 
trict in which the annual meeting of fraterniz- 
ing religious bodies shall be held, be the frater- 
nal delegate to that body, with power to ap- 
point a substitute. 

The committee on statistics presented their 
report. It was one of the most gratifying re- 
ports ever presented to this body. It showed 
an advance all along the line.

Took up the 33d question, ‘ Where shall 
the next Conference be held?” Nashua was 
nominated. It was unanimously voted to ac- 
cept the invitation. 

Took up the 2d question; ‘* Who are admit- 
ted on trial?” A. W.L. Nelson, Jas. D. Le- 
gro, Thos. Bell, J. Pierson Pillsbury, Wm. 

M. Howard, R. T. Wolcott, and 
Henry E. Allen, being duly recommended, 
and having passed the required examinations, 
were admitted.

Voted that a collection be taken in all our 
charges for domestic missions. 

Voted to publish the names and residences 
of Bishops inthe Minutes. 

A collection was ordered for the sexton, 
which amounted to $17.06. 

The usual resolutions of thanks were adopt- 
ed by a rising vote. 

The presiding elders were instructed to ap- 
point one preacher and one layman from each 
district to look after the collection for General 
Conference expenses. D. E. Miller and A. P. 
Tasker were appointed from the Concord, C. 
Parkhurst and L. Beach from the Dover, and 
S.C. Keeler and O. B. Way from the Clare- 
mont. 

The business having been completed, the 
minutes were read and approved. 

The closing exercises were conducted by 
the Bishop, who announced the hymn, ‘ And

MASSACHUSETTS. 

SPRINGFIELD District S. 8S. CONVEN- 

TION. 

The annual convention of the Spring- 
field (Mass.) District Sunday-school 
Association was held at Chicopee, March 
31. Hon. L. E. Hitchcock, president of 
the Association, presided. The secre- 
tary stated that only 27 of the 60 
churches had reported. Of these 25 
have held sessions through the winter 
and give a total membership of 4,075. 
The five largest schools 
Springfield, 456; Holyoke, 388; Trini- 
ty, Springtield, 383; State St., Spring- 
field, 327 220. State 
St. reports the greatest increase since 
Nov. 1. Sixteen 116 
conversions — the largest number be- 
ing at Chicopee, Greenfield, and South 
Hadley Falls. Three schools report an 
average attendance of 70 per cent. of 
the enrollment, and in several of the 
country schools the per cent. is over 
60. A mission school has been organ- 
ized at Davis Mine, Rowe, where all 
the families save two are foreigners. 
This school is in need of books, and 
schools having library books which 
have been read by all the scholars, can 
do a good work by sending them to the 
pastor, Rev. Jerome Hatch, Heath, 
Mass. 

The forenoon session was devoted to 
discussing methods of conducting the 
Sunday-school, the majority of the 
workers present agreeing that the best 
time for holding the session of the 
Sunday-school is at the close of the 
morning service; that one hour is long 
enough for the session; that the lesson 
should be read as a responsive exercise 
by the superintendent and school; that 
the opening service, if one is used, 
should be changed from time to time; 
that thirty minutes is a good length of 
time for the study of the lesson; and 
some supplementary lesson, not neces- 
sarily a review of the lesson, should 
follow the study. 

In the afternoon Mrs. Lizzie C. Roath 
spoke on ** Methods of Primary Work.” 
Her address was full of helpful sugges- 
tions concerning primary work, and was 
greatly enjoyed by all who heard it. 

Rey. J. H. Emerson, of Amherst, read 
a paper on ‘* Temperance Work in the 
Sunday-school,” in which he urged the 
importance of teaching and pledging 
the young in the principle of absti- 
nence. He showed that the ranks of 
criminals are too largely recruited 
from those who have once been in the 
Sunday-school, but have fallen first 
through strong drink. J. H. Pillsbury 
presented a plan for the organization of 
chapters of an ‘Abstinence League ” 
in every Sunday-school. Steps have al- 
ready been taken to organize chapters 
in several of the Sunday-schools of the 
district, and efforts will be made to ex- 
tend the organization as widely as pos- 
sible. The convention voted approval 
of the plan, and recommended its adop- 
tion in all our schools. Rev. J. F. Mears 
read a paper on the work of the ‘Sun- 
day-school in Denominational Teach- 
ing,” in which he urged that the young 
people be taught the history, charac- 
teristic doctrines, and organization of 
the church and examples of true loyal- 
ty to the church. Rev. G. H. Cheney 
read a paper on the work of the ‘ Ox- 
ford League in Denominational Teach- 
ing.” The systematic study of the his- 
tory and polity of the church, the co- 
operation with their teachers in church 
work, and the wholesome influence of 
our young people’s paper, Our Youth, 
is doing much to build ‘up a genera- 
tion of loyal Methodists to take the 
places of those who are soon to ex- 
change the work of the church militant 
for the rest of the church triumphant. 

Rey. Dr. C. S. Rogers, of Spring- 
field, gave an able address in the even- 
ing, which was listened to by an appre- 
ciative audience.

Our Sook Fable. 


From G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York, 
we have LIFE AND LETTERS OF JOEL 
BARLOW, LL. D., Poet, Statesman, Phi- 
losopher, by Charles Burr Todd, with 
steel portrait. Svo, 304 pp., $2.50. Mr. 
Barlow entered Dartmouth College in 
1774, but soon transferred his relations 
to Yale College, New Haven, where he 
graduated in1778. Like Longfellow he 
began to write verse in his academic 
days. His classmates were such men 
as Noah Webster, Chief Justice Swift, 
Judge Tracy, Oliver Woleott, and 
others well known in American his- 
tory. Itis singular that a full biog- 
raphy of this first cultivator of liter- 
ature among us has never before been 
written. ‘The present work, however, 
is an ample compensation for the long 
delay. It gives the somewhat scant 
record of his early life, education and 
happy marriage. Some of these love 
letters of Revolutionary dates are quaint 
enough, rather sophomoric and full of 
classical allusions; but undoubtedly 
very comforting to ‘tia amie Ruthy.” 
But the war was soon precipitated upon 
them, and he became an army chaplain. 
This did not prevent his studies, but 
inspired his muse. His interesting diary 
reveals both his pastoral and literary 
labors. Ample quotations are made, 
both from his poetic and prose pro- 
ductions, and a full account is given 
of the incidents attending the produc- 
tion and publication of his memorable 
epic, ‘* The Vision of Columbus,” of 
‘* Hasty Pudding,” and his minor poems. 
His diary recounts both the personal 
and public incidents of these stirring 
times, and gives a very interesting ac- 
count of his visit in England and France, 
and his remarkable mission to Algiers 
in behalf of our enslaved citizens. He 
filled during the trying years of the 
war, and those immediately succeeding, 
many important public stations abroad 
and at home, continuing meanwhile his 
beloved cultivation of letters. The 
biography is largely occupied by his 
letters to his family, and to the lead- 
ing American statesmen, which are full 
of interest. The life is one that will 
awaken attention from its intrinsic 
merits, and as a vivid revelation of the 
public, social, literary and religious 
condition of the last years of the former 
century and the first of the present. 
The author of this volume ranks Barlow 
first as a philanthropist, second as a 
statesman, third as a philosopher, and 
fourth as a poet; and the reader will 
feel inclined to admit the justice of this 
analysis of his character.

by James F. Hudson. S8vo, 489 pp. 
This substantial volume is a powerful 
presentation of the immense accumula- 
tion of property and power in the long 
railroad lines running across the coun- 
try; of the vast combinations among 
them, and their possibilities of oppress- 
ing the public; their great fraudulent 
schemes for enhancing values, and the

The author discusses quite ex- 
haustively the right and duty of Con- 
gress to control these great and im- 
portant monopolies for the benefit of 
the public. The volume covers a subject 
just now in large discussion throughout 
the country, and one seriously affecting 
public and national, as well as private, 
peace and prosperity.

A JULY VISION FROM JUNE PEAK.

Nearly a hundred miles south of 
Portland, the Mecca of alltrue Oregon- 
jans, standing like a watch-tower on the 
long green wall that shelters the Will- 
amette Valley from the foggy embrace 
of the Pacific Ocean, is June Peak, the 
summit of the Coast Range mountains 
in Oregon. 

The average height of the range, 
some four thousand feet, is lifted here 
to an elevation of nearly seven thou- 
sand feet above the sea. The mountain 
has taken the name of the month during 
the last days of which, snow usually 
disappears from its summit, yet in 
backward summers the bald crown of 
this ancient sentinel has looked north- 
ward overa white shirt front as late 
as the middle of July. 

It was on the sixth day of this latter 
month in 1885, that the writer, accom- 
panied by one friend, found himself in a 
two-horse wagon, with full camp outfit, 
driving in a cloud of dust out of the 
quiet railroad terminus at 
with face toward the Peak. The day 
was exceedingly sultry in the valley. 
The thermometer hanging in the shade 
of the post-office in the little college 
town of Philomath where we ate our 
lunch, registered 98 degrees, which is 
an extreme heat for Oregon. But a 
few miles later we began to climb the 
hills, and in the shade of the great 
green firs, fragrant with balsam, found 
a cooler atmosphere. The farms were 
now farther apart, the road rougher; 
then the farms were little log cabins with 
diminutive potato patches adjoining, 
and by five o'clock our road ended ina 
squirrel path, which did not, like Emer- 
son’s, ‘‘run up a tree,”’ but up a mount- 
ain. Here we left the wagon, packed 
tent, blankets, guns and provisions on 
horses, and each leading one, took to 
the trail which was tolead u3 to the 
foot of the Peak where we were to 
camp for the night. 

Just at sunset we reached our camp- 
ing ground beside a beautiful mountain 
stream that came dancing and splash- 
ing over its bed of rocky bowlders. 
While my friend made camp, I agreed 
to try the brook for a trout supper. 
The long, crooked vining-maple twined 
so closely about the stream, that only 
a little hazel switch, perhaps eight feet 
in length, could be used for a rod. This 
with a fragment of silk line with a 
small brown hackle dangling from the 
end, entirely innocent of bait, was the 
preparation. Slipping quietly down to 
the brookside, | up behind a 
great moss-covered rock, and dropped 
the fly on the face ofa little pool be- 
low. Scarcely had it touched the water 
when, with a sudden rush 
the rock, a half-pound trout seized it, 
and bent my frail rod almost double 
with his brave attempts to carry off his 
prize. My companion had not yet 
started the fire for supper, when I re- 
turned with a string of fourteen 
speckled beauties of from a quarter to 
half pound in weight. It is needless to 
say that with fried trout, broiled 


came

grouse, and the cool mountain air for 
an appetizer, we feasted like kings. 

Tired from unusual exertion, we 
spread our blankets early, under the 
wide-reaching branches of a_ giant 
cedar, and went to sleep with the night- 
hawk’s ‘“*boom ” ringing in our ears. 
Just as the daylight was creeping mod- 
estly over the forest, I awoke to enjoy 
the grandest concert I ever heard. 
Never this side of heaven do I expect 
to listen to sweeter minstrelsy than in 
that July dawn under the shadow of 
June, Peak. The unusual fheat had 
driven most of the birds out of the 
valley, and it seemed as if all the 
sweet singers of the Oregon forests had 
gathered in that mountain canyon. 
What an orchestra they did make! All 
going at once, every little warbler 
seemed to be bent on making all the 
| noise possible, yet the great diversity 
of sounds blended into a sonata, such 
as Beethoven never dreamed of, not 
even in the moonlight. 

We were up with the sunshine, and 
‘after a hearty breakfast, started lei- 
| surely up the mountain trail. The bridle 
| path led up a long ridge, and except at 
distant intervals was not uncomfort- 
lably steep for slow walking. It was a 
|lovely morning. I could not but think 
| as we wended our way through the 
|fragrant undergrowth of ferns and 
| flowering shrubs, the sunshine sprink- 
| ling through the leafy branches over- 
| head, that it was really too bad that so 
many such summer mornings should go 
unrecorded. And [ wondered, as Willis 
did before me, why in this day of tele- 
graph and telephone, of audiphone and 
phonograph, there is not some Morse, 
or Bell, or Edison, to make the shadow 
of a fir bough work like a pen in the 
sun’s hand, and keep a diary as it goes 
around; to make the jolly, mischief- 
|loving breeze tell what it reads as it 
| turns over the leaves in the forest; to 
interpret the jargon voices of nature, 
| and write words to accompany the 
soul-refreshing music given us by the 





gurgling brooks! But as we had no 
such system of interpretation, we 


could only feast our eyes upon’ the 
heaven-painted pictures, and draw in 
ever and anon out of the great well of 
fragrant space long delicious draughts 
of the invigorating atmosphere, fondly 
imagining that the unintelligible chat- 
ter of Madame Jaybird and Monsieur 
Chipmonk were appreciative anthems 
to the ever-varying beauty of the 
scene. 

The last mile of our climb, made just 
before noon, was hard work, the trail 
winding back and forth against the 
face of an almost perpendicular bluff; 
so that after many a pause to rest, we 
were glad to drop, panting, thirsty, and 
exhausted, on the outer edge of the 
green-crowned summit. The summit 
of the peak isa great plateau of per- 
haps five hundred acres, as beautiful 





natural meadow as human eye ever 
gazed upon. The grass was a most 


luxurious green, and struck us about 
the knee. We agreed to take our sight- 
seeing later, and so wended our way 
over this lofty prairie to where a great 
spring of ice-cold water bubbled up at 
the head of a little canyon. Here we 
made camp. We tethered our horses 
in the meadow, ate our lunch, and tak- 


ing our strong field-glasses, ascended 
the highest point on the peak to enjoy 


the fruits of our labors. Facing the 
east, the entire Willamette Valley, 


stretching from the Callapooia Mount- 
ains on the south, to the Columbia Riv- 
er on the north, was spread out before 
us likeamap. This great champaign 
of mingled hill, and dale, and broad 
expanse of plain, is from twenty to 
fifty miles wide, and a hundred and 
fifty in length. Looking down on it 
| from June Peak on this clear July day, 
|farm-houses, churches, and towns all 
stood out in bold relief, and by the aid 
of a good glass were clearly discerned 
fifty miles away. The great farming 
section looked something like an im- 
|mense, irregular chessboard, with 
| squares of black and gold. The broad 
| fields of yellow harvest were side by 
| side with others summer-fallowed for 
ithe autumn sowing. Down through 
| the centre of this valley, winding lei- 
| surely, is the river, from which the 
|whole section draws its name. Its 
| course is plainly marked by the long 
|dark lines of fir trees, which adorn its 
| banks. A native poet sings of the Will- 
| 

|

amette: — 
‘« Grace forever haunts thy journey, 
Beauty dimples on thy tide, 
} Time that mars us, 
| Maims and scars us, 
Leaves no track or trench on thee.” 

Down from the mountains trail nar- 
rower lines of green, that tell of small- 
er strenms that are born amid the hills, 
and go plunging over the rocks white 
with froth, until they reach the valley, 
and then jog along very lazily through 
the quiet meadows until they join the 
Willamette. 

Skirting the horizon from Puget 
Sound on the north, to far-away south- 
ern Oregon southward, is the great 
range which makes the far-famed Sier- 
ras of California and the Cascades of 
Oregon. From our point of vision it is 
studded with eight great mountains, 
clad in eternal snows. The long reach of 
vision begins with Ranier two hundred 
miles and more northward. Standing, 
as it does, at the inner gateway to Puget 
Sound, more than fourteen thousand 
feet in height, a hundred miles in girth 
about its snow line, feeding six great 
rivers from as many glaciers — feeding 
them so generously that they leap al- 
most full born from their icy home — 

tanier is a sentinel, of which the 
dwellers by this ‘* Western Mediterra- 
nean * may well be proud. From Ran- 
ier, following the line southward, the 
eye rests on St. Helen’s and Adams, 
and then on Hood, the only rival that 
dares contend with Ranier. There is a 
legend among the Indians, that these 
two great mountains used to ‘ spit fire 
ateach other.” Though the two gray 
old warriors have long since ceased to 
fight, their jealous friends continue the 
controversy. Let the eye follow down 
the great wall again. ‘here is Jefter- 
son, and then, standing together in 
queenly majesty, not quite so lofty as 








their brothers, but more graceful as be- 
comes their sex, are the Three Sisters, 
which are almost opposite where we 
stand, and perhaps eighty miles away, 
though they look near enough, through 
the powerful lens, to drop in for an 
evening call before sundown. ‘There 
used to be another in this exalted fam- 
ily, occupying much the same position 
on the south that Ranier does on the 
north. ‘To-day it is known as Crater 
Lake, which is one of nature’s marvels. 
Imagine a lake situated on a mountain 
that is yet seven thousand feet above 
the sea, surrounded by walls from one 
to two thousand feet in height. The 
yater has been sounded for eight hun- 
dred feet, but no bottom has ever been 
discovered. In its centre the summit 
of the ancient mountain still stands. 
It is now called Wizard Island, and con- 
tains the last smoking chimney of the 
once mighty volcano. The island is 
six hundred feet high, and the crater 
salled the Witches’ Caldron jis ninety 
feet deep and four hundred and seven- 
ty-five feet in diameter. An explorer 
of last year meditates upon the scene 
in graphic language: ‘* What an im- 
mense affair it must have been ages 
ago, when, long before the hot breath 
of a volcano soiled its hoary head, 
standing asa proud monarch with its 
feet upon the earth and its head in the 
heavens, it towered far, far above the 
mountain ranges, aye, looked down 
upon the snowy peaks of Hood and 
Shasta, and snuffed the air beyond the 
reach of Everest. Then streams of fire 
began to shoot forth, great seas of lava 
were hurled upon the earth beneath. 
The elements seemed bent upon estab- 
lishing hell upon earth and fixing its 
throne upon this great mountain. At 
last its foundations gave way, and it 
sank forever from sight, down, down, 
down deep into the bowels of the earth, 
leaving a yreat black smoking chasm, 
which succeeding ages filled with pure 
fresh water, giving to our day and gen- 
eration one of the most beautiful lakes 
within the vision of man.” 

Filled with thoughts like these, we 
turned our faces to the west. We 
looked over.a great reach of forest, 
terraced away for thirty milesin a grad- 
ually descending stairway to the sea. 
As far as the eye could reach, north or 
south, stretched the uneven shore line 
of the mighty Pacific. Out across the 
waters in the great western recess, the 
slowly retreating sun flooded the waves 
with molten gold. We stood rapt and 
still in this angust presence, until like a 
great wheel of fire it sank down into 
the dark abyss. Then with a long- 
drawn sigh, each busy with thoughts of 
his own, thoughts no pen can express, 
we turned about and walked silently 
back to camp.

Mrs. LAURA McGarrey ASPENWALL, widow 
of the late Rev. N. W. Aspenwall, died, March 
3, 1886, at the residence of her son-in-law, 
Hon. L. L. Bond, in her 84th year. 

Sister Aspenwall was awakened at the age 
of sixteen, by a sermon preached from the 
text, ‘‘If any man serve me, him will my 
father honor.’”’ A remarkable experience and 
entire consecration brought her into a wonder- 
ful nearness to God. She joined the class in 
Lyndon, Vt., of which Willbur Fisk and the 
Fletchers were members, and none of them 
were her superiors in gifts and usefulness. For 
nearly half a century she cheerfully and joy- 
ously served the church as the wife of an 
itinerant minister, and was truly honored of 
her God. Her gifts in exhortation and sing- 
ing, and her wonderful power with God in 
prayer, were blessed to the salvation of many 
souls. 

When laid aside from the active service she 
so much loved, she greatly enjoyed the privi- 
leges of public worship and the communion of 
saints. One of her pastors said her presence 
was a benediction and inspiration to him. For 
nearly four years she was confined to the 
house and the last year to her bed, but the 
same loving, cheerful spirit remained and 
blessed the homes of her children. She never 
forgot the loving kindness of her Heavenly 
Father, and her life might be said to be one 
continued song of thanksgiving and praise. 
During her last hours of consciousness she re- 
cited the 23d Psalm, again and again repeating, 
“Thy rod and thy staff they comfort me,” 
emphasizing ‘‘they comfort me.” Then at- 
tempting to sing, as her voice died away, ‘‘ All 
hail the power of Jesus’ name,”’ she fell asleep 
in Jesus, to waken and finish her song in her 
heavenly home. J. C. A. 
Miss Annz E. L. Honps died at her home 
in Laconia, N. H., Jan. 26, 1886, aged 57 
years. 

Miss Hobbs closed her labors as preceptress 
of the N. H. Conference Seminary, Tilton, 
June, 1885. When she arrived at her home in 
Laconia, she indicated to her friends that her 
life’s work was done, and from that time until 
her death she was a great sufferer. Miss H. 
graduated at the Seminary in 1851, taught 
there from 1851 to 1860, and was preceptress 
from 1877 to June, 1885. During her illness 
her mind constantly reverted to her students.

With all 
her knowledge she was not in the least pedan- 
tic. While many of her intimate friends ac- 
knowledged her intellectual superiority, she 
would be the last to think of such a thing; 
hence the most unintellectual would feel at 
home in her presence, as well as the most 
cultured who could recognize her worth. 

Blended with her fine intellect was a beauti- 
ful Christian life, thus making her a double 
power both in her schools and society at large. 
Through her long and painful sickness, those 
of us who were permitted to see her, rejoiced 
with her in her rich Christian experience, and 
all we can now think of is, that as a loving 
child rests patiently in the arms of a dear 
mother, so she rested patiently in the arms of 
her Lord and Master, Jesus Christ. In the 
most intense agony there was not a murmur, 
sigh or groan; she seemed to know that ‘all 
things work together for good to them that 
love God.” 

For many years she was a consistent mem- 
ber of the I'ree Baptist Church, Laconia, and 
secretary and treasurer of its Sunday-school. 
She has gone from us, and hundreds through- 
out the length and breadth of our land will 
with us mourn her loss. Her funeral took 
place at Laconia; the president and faculty, 
also many of the students of the Seminary, 
being present. Services were conducted by 
the writer, assisted by Rev. D. C. Knowles, 
Rev. S. W. Dixon, Rev. Mr. Nutter, and Prof.

Rey. WILLIAM J. CLirFoRD was born in 
Grantham, N. H., Nov. 25, 1816, and died in 
Camden, Me., Feb. 22, 1886. 

He was converted May 5, 1837, licensed as a 
local preacher Oct. 22, 1842, ordained deacon 
June 24, 1849, by Bish p Morris, and elder 
June 12, 1853, by Bishop Janes. He was 
recommended to join the East Maine Confer- 
ence by the Rockport quarterly conference, but 
at the earnest solicitation of his aged father, 
his recommendation was withheld; but he did 
not cease to work. He supplied the following 
appointments with acceptability and success : 
Rockport, Hope, Cushing, Knox and Morrill, 
Vassalboro and Winslow, Unity, China, and 
Montville. He supplied the latter charge at 
different times fifteen years. He witnessed 
conversions on all of his charges, and on some 
extensive revivals. Huis life, after he was li- 
censed to preach, was spent in the active work 
of the ministry. He commenced apd closed 
his ministerial work on the Montville circuit. 

Brother Clifford was a noble man, ‘full of 
faith and the Holy Ghost.” He was a good 
preacher and an excellent pastor. His life at 
home and abroad was such as to secure the es- 
teem of all who knew him. His home was a 
consecrated place. With his devoted wife he 
labored for the conversion of their children, 
and they rejoiced together as they saw one 
after another brought into the church. All of 
them were converted while young. The eldest 
son gave his life for the Union. Two entered 
the East Maine Conference — A. J. and J. R. 
Clifford. The other son is principal of one of our 
schools inthe South and a member of the Texas 
Conference. The only daughter is the wife of 
Rev. B. C. Wentworth, of the East Maine 
Conference. 

Brother Clifford suff red extremely during 
the last year of his life, but with great pa- 
tience. When near to death he said, ‘‘ No 
gloomy night, my path is light, my hope holds 
like an anchor.” Again: ‘* Why, this is an- 
gels’ food. Ihave a heaven to go to heaven 
in.’ His son wrote: ‘It is glorious 
beyond description.””’ And so it continued to 
the end. <A large congregation gathered at his 
burial, and with tearful eyes testified of their 
esteem for their old neighbor and pastor. 


Srras Smit, father of Rev. Willard Smith 
of the New England Conference, was born in 
Walpole, Sept. 28, 1788, and died at South 
Walpole, Jan. 9, 1886, at]the advanced age of 
97{years.
